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He Adminiftrator Sture being dead, the Arch-Bilhop 
came out of his Retreat, re- -affumed his former Dig- 
nity, and entred into Up/aly where he declar’d tor 
Chriftiern, and called the States of the Kingdom. 

The Clergy followed the Exampte of their Metropolitan, and 
endeavour'd to periwade the Nobility and Peafants to repair 
thither ; bute moft of ’em refinfed to meet in a Place where 
they knew their Enemies would prefcribe them Laws ; fo that 
only the Rilhors, three Senarors, and a few Tempo: ‘al a ‘ds 
of Welt Gorbland met at Upfal. Otho, General of the Danifh 
Forces appeared the n, being attended by his chief Offizets, and 
demanded the Extinétion of the Dignity of Adminiftrator, and 
the Re cflablifhment of the Union of Kile wr. He ealily oD- 
tained w hat he defired, and made a fot. [mn Promife in the 
Name of Cirifiern to icleale Guavas without any ‘Ras nto, 
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to advance: into the remoteft Provinces, to oblige them to own 


the Tithe and Government of his Mafter. A great number af 


Pealants took up Arms to defend their Libe: tics, but being not 
followed by others, and having no Chief to head them, “they 
were forced to take Sanétuary in the Mountains and Vorelis, 
where 7 pevilhed with Tiunger and Coid. In the mean 
time the Arch Bifhop ces fit to prevent thofe Infurre@ions, 
andto terrify theRebels by fomething more formidable in thofe 
days than Death it elf; he forbad the “Pricfts to allow Chriftian 
Bacial unto fuch who fhould dye in Arms againft a Prince, 
whofe Authority was approved by the Pope. 

Guffauus wa s all that while Prifoner in the Caftle of Eric Ban- 
ney in Denmark, much concerned for the death of the Admi- 
niftrator, and the miferable Condition of his Counrry ; and 
thof melanch oly Confiderations obliged him to endeavour his 
efcape, which he compaffed as they were gone a Hunting. He 
went over into Swedes ina Merchant Ship of Lubeck,and being 
difguited, he abfconded, and went from place to place to ob- 
ferve the Difpoficion of the Peopte, difcovering himfelf bue 
to lich few Perfons, whofe I Friendthip he thought could be 
proof againtt all treacherous Temptations. 

In the mean time ¢ ‘briftiern went into Sweden to take Pof- 
{eflion of hisn ew Kingdom, and reduce the Rebels. He core 
rupted the Cariion of Calmar, and forced the Widow of the 
late Acnniaattaatat to Surrender the Town and Caftle of Stock- 
bolum, which fhe defended for a long while with the utmoft vi- 
gour. Having thus fettled his Affairs, he returned into — 
mark, leaving the Command of his Army to Swerim Norby, and 
re-called Otho, whofe Capacity and Experience he wanted to 
appeals the Danes, who then begun to grumble much againft 
heir King. 

T ee proceeded from his Cruelty: But nothing 

nd th em fo much as to fee that Prince Ufurping an Arbi- 
ira ry Power, to make a Sacrifice of his Authority to Sigebritte 
1 Dutch Wo oman, who without any Beauty or Quality, had 
tound means to charm that Prince to fuch a degree, that he 
knew no oth er Rule but her Will, She Lorded it over the 
Court and Kingdom, and cifpofed of all places of Truft and 
mMpovment, vithout having any regard to the Merit of the 
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Perfons, or the Laws of the State, but only according to hee 
own Caprichio and Will. 

The unexpected return of ChriFicrn frighted the D.mes into 
a Diffimolation and Compliance: fo that it was refolved in the 
Council that the King fhould re-pafs into Swed she to alter the 
Frame of that Government. He met there an A hebattdbe of 
Charles V. who was fent to prefene him with the Order of the 
Golden Fleece, the Ceremony whereof was put off till his Coro- 
nation-day, to make it more Solemn and Magnificent. 

qT ys new King invited all the Swedifh Lords toa great Treat: 
The two fir! days were {pent in Plays and other “Dive ifions, 
aA hans appeared fuch an Union, that one would have 
thoughe that the mutual Averfion of thofe two Nations, was 
drowned | in their Cups 5 but upon the third day the Arch-Bi- 
thop of Upie fal (acco: ding to his private Agreement } — 
before the King, and implored his Juftice againit the late Ad- 
minifirator and the Senators, who had forced him to renounce 
his Dignity. The King declined to take Cognizance of that Af- 
fair, and referred it to Theodore Arch- Bithop p of Lundes, and the 
Bifhop of Odenfce one of his Suffragans, who w ere Executors 
of the Fulmin atory Bull fent againit the late Adminiftrator 

This Theodore, thoug! h without Birth, Education, or Capa- 
city, was much in the King’s Favour, by the great Credit of 
Sigebrit te, whole Spy he h ad been for a rk time, and by her 
means sailed from ee mean Conditios 1 of a Barber to the Dig- 
nity of Arch-Bifhop; and theretore Chrifiern could not have 
pitched upon a fitter Too! for his" € Sruelty. The Commiffi- 
ries having examined the Lords accufed by the Arch. Eijhop, 

declared them guilty of Hovety, and refolved to try and punith 
nae as fuch ; } but be yecaule that Dp! roceeuing requii ‘da pee) 
long time, that barbarous Prince grew impatient, and fe: 
chem word to prepare themfcives to bs, é. 

The 8 Day ot November was ch ofen for their Execution,and 
che Prifoners being come to the piace aj ppoinees f for that ploody 
‘Ty agedy, a Dai milk Om (Aor FC ad the & ible iil ot ines Pot pe, a ind th: on 


the Bilhops of Stre onels and ScarA, and alilthe Ten; o oral Sena- 
tors, with 94 1 ords were pur to deat! _ City of Steck- 
holm was delivered to the tury of the Soldie , Who following 


the Example cf their Prince, committed ail : raat vf 
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ties. The Rody of che late Adminiftrator was taken out of his 
Grave, and expofed upon the great Place. His Widow was 
{ent for, and that Monfter ordred her to choofe the manner 
ofher Death, either of being Burnt, or Drown’d, or buried 
Alive ; but Norby interceeded for her, and fav'd her Lite. 

Chrifiern thinking to have fettled his Authority by that Maf- 
ficre, altered the Conftitution of Saveden, opprefied the People 
with heavy Taxes, and threatned the Peafants to cut off one 
Leg and one Arm to prevent their Rebellion, adding ina 
Scoffing way,That a Man born for the Plow,'and not for Arms, ought 
to be contented with one Hand, a natural Leg and a Wooden one. 
His Affairs requiring his Prefence in Denmark, he leit the 
Arch Bifhop of Lunden Viceroy of Sweden, charging him above 
all to {pare nothing for difcovering the retreat ot Gufavas, tor 
whofe Head he promifed a great Price. 

This unfortunate Gentlenian was wandering in all the Pro- 
vinces, knowing not what to do, having loft. his beft Friends, 
and at laft refolved to retire into Dalecarlia, where the Kings 
of Sweden were not fuffer’d to keep any ftanding Forces, or 
Garifon, nor even to come themfelves in Perfon, unlefs they 
had firft given Hoftages for the Prefervation of their Privileges, 
But he met with many odd Adventures, which brought him 
into great danger of his Lite. He was robbed by his Guide, 
and iorced to hire himfelf to work in the Copper-Mines, 
where he was known and difcovered by a Woman, and there- 
by forced to fly. He retired into a Gentleman's Houfe called 
Peterfon, and afterward was concealed by a Prieft, who kepe 
him for fometime in a private place of his Church, of which 
nobody had the Key but himfelf! They agreed together to try 
the Minds of the People, and that Guffavas fhould repair to 
Mora, in cafe they were difpofed to take up Arms againft 
the Danes. The Peafauts declared for him, and being got to- 
gether, he marched to Befiege the Governour of the Province, 
whole Caftle he took by Storm, and fecur’d his Perfon. 

Several Gentlemen profcribed by Chrifiern, joined him, as 
well as fuch who commilerated the hard Fate of their Country, 
and thereby his Army being confiderably reinforced, he march- 
cdinto the Country, putting the Danes to flight every where, 
and took Ve(eras and Up/al. 
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The Arch Bifhoo demanded 3000 Men of the Vizeroy, and 
marched with io much diligence and fecrecy, char Gaffavas 
had no notice of ir, bue ewo tours before he came in fighe ; 
but however he was happy enough co retire in good order. 
The Arch Bithep ¢:owing jroud and negligent, for having 
forced his Enemies to becake themfelves to their Heels, was 
returning to Stockholno - Kot Gutavus refolved to Surp: ife him, 
and therefore leid «2 Ambufcade in his way into which the 
imprudent Prelate iol, and loft fo many Men, that he had 
much ado to bring back the fixth part of his Forces. Guftavus 
returned to Upf2/, and caufed one of the Towers of the Arch- 
Bifhop’s Palace to be demolifhed, becaufe it was rather a For- 
cref§ than an Ornament. 

fe was about that time that the Do&rin of Luther was firit 
introduced into Sweden by the Germans, who ferved in Guffa- 
vuss Army, and was afterwards Preached and {pread by Lau- 
vence and Olaus Petri, who were Difciples of that great Man. 

Guftavus, improving all Opportunities, refolved toimake ufe 
of the Confternation his Enemies were in, by the Defeat of 
the Arch Bifhop, and therefore marched directly to Stockholm, 
which gave fucha Terror to the Viceroy, and that troublefom 
Prelate, that they thought fit to quite the Place while they had 
a Paffage open, and Sail’d for Denmark. The Joy and Satis 
faction thofe profperous Events gave to Gu/tavus were inter- 
rupted, by the melancholy News he received of the Death of 
his Sifter, whom Coriffiern had cauled to be putin a Sack and 
thrown into the Sea. 

Guffavas then called the States at Wadeffena, to fettle the Go- 
vernment of the Nation ; and they unanimoufly offered him 
the Supream Authority, and the Title of King; but he refu- 
fed it, and contented himfelf with the Quality of Adminiftra- 
tor, as more modeft and becoming his prefent Fortune. This 
7s the Conclufion of toe Firft Volume. 


The States were no fooner feparated, but the Adminiftrator 
reinfore’d his Army to carry on his Conquefts. He took the 
Caftle of weferas, and marched to Stockholm, which was al- 


ready bleci’d up by his Generals ; bue Admiral Nordz reliev'’d. 
tt with a numerous Fleet from Denmark, The Adminiltrator: 
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{at down again before that Place, and having defeated the 
Danes, who feveral times attempted to force him to raifé the 
Siege 3 he would have certainly taken it, ifthe News he recei- 
ved of the general Infurredtion of the Kingdom of Denmark 
againtt Chrifiern, had not obliged him to put off that Enter- 
prife for fome time. He left a Body of his Troops to block up 
Stockholm, and called the States at Stregnefs, where he acquain- 
ted them with the Intelligence he had trom Denmark, and the 
prefent Condition of theirown Country. The States having 
ferioufly confider’d the Misfortunes Sweden had labour'd under 
fince the fatal Union of Calmar, and the great Services of 
Guftavus, they proclain’d him King of Swedes, He thea re- 
curn’d to Stockholm, and carry’d on the Siege with fo much 
Vigour, that the Garifon was forced to Capitulate. 

The Danes were fo incenfed againft Chrifirn, that they ob- 
lio'd him to quit the Kingdom, and in his room elected Frede- 
rick his Uncle, notwithftanding the Sollicitations of the Em- 
peror Charles V. Brother-inelaw to Chriftiern, who writ to them 
in his behalf. Trolle, that troublefom Arch-Bihop of Up/a/, 
was then in Denmark, and being confcious of his Crimes, and 
that neither Gu/ftavas nor the States of Srvedew would forgive 
him; he infinuated himfelf into Frederick’s Favour, and per- 
{waded him that Soveden belong’d to him by Right, being Son 
of Chrifiern I. and exhorted him to deliver that Country from 
the Tyranny of Gufavas, affuring him that the Swedes were 
already tired with his Arbitrary Government. Frederick was 
40 pleafed with this Propofition, that he caufed the Arch-Bifhop 
to Crown him -King of Sweden in Copenbagen, and then fence 
an Ambaffador to Stockholm, to complain again{t the Election 
of Guftavis. 

The Senate was unwilling to give him Audience, but Gz- 
ftavus prevailed over them, and fent tome Lords of his Court 
to attend him with all the Ceremonies due to Ambatladors of 
Princes. The Speech he made raifed the Indignation of the 
Senate; the Prefident anfwered him, That the Swedes were 
weary of choofing thew Kings from amongst thew Enemies, that they 
owed their Prefervation and Felicity to the Prince they had eleéted : 
And they were fo angiy with the Arch-Bithop, that they de- 
elared him Traytor and Enemy of his Country, for having 
Crown'd Frederick 
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Gufavas entertained the Ambaflador very nobly, made him 
great Prefents, and fente wich him an Envoy to Dexmark, to 
demand the liber y of the Widow of the late Adminiltracor 
Sture. 

The vigorous Anfwer of the Senate of Sweden, and the affe- 
&ion the Ambaffader had obferved in the People for their new 
King, made Frederick fenfible of the improbabilit ty of fucceed- 
ing in this Defign; and therefore he thought it more prudent 
to make Peace with Guftavus, and offerd to his Envoy to 
make an Offenfive and Defenfive League with him againit 
Chriffiern, and immediately fet at liberty the Widow of the 
late Adminftrator, and other Swedif) Ladies who were Prifo- 
ners in Denmark, as a Sign of the Sincerity of his Intentions, 

Guffavus accepted the Propofals, and receiv’d that Princefs 
with all marks of Refpe@, who was foon after married to Tu- 
reio Hanfon, firft Senator and Grand Marefchal of the King- 
dom, a Man without any Courage, but very Proud of his 
Birth and vaft Eftate. The King having thus fettled his Af- 
fairs, refolved to curb the Clergy, whofe ereat Riches 
rendred them dangerous to the Tranquility of the Nation ; : 
their Hearts being always inclin’d for the Danes. He beftow- 
ed the vacant Dignities on able Men, who were abfolutely de- 
voted to his Service, and ordered the ‘Chapter of Upfal to pro- 
ceed to the Ele&tion of a new Arch-Bifhop. ‘They summoned 
Trolle to appear and aniwer the Accufations made againit him ; 
and his Refufal being taken for a voluntary Abdication, they 

elected Jobn Magnus, who was very Learned in the Divinity 
of the Schoolmen, but very ignorant in Politicks, of a fearful 
Vemper, and lovi ing his Library and ments. 

Sometime after there was an Interview at Mailmogen, he 
tween Gu/tavus and Frederick, where they cualiedl -d the Leaguc 
above-mention’d. 

Guffavus having then nothing to fear from his Neighbors, ac- 
quainted Laiz Anderder{on hisChancellor with his defign concer. 
ning the Clergy That Man was bold,e cloquenr,and already plea- 
fed with Lutber’s Dodtrin, and likely » lays our Author, look’d 
upon the different Religions as Philo fophical Opinions, and 
therefore, like a true Courtier, confirm’d the King in his Re- 
folution. He told him, thar “he ought to make no f{cruple of 
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Seizing part of the Eftates of the Clergy for the neceffary De- 

‘nce of theNinedom;that for preventing theMonks and Priefts 
who look upan fuch Enterprifes againft their Temporal Ri- 
ches, as many attempts againft Religion) to foment Rebelli- 
ons, he ought to Countenance the Reformation of Lutéer, 
which had already made a confiderable Progrefs in his King- 
dom: That by the favour of that Do@rin, which was direé- 


ly levelled againft the Temporal Power and Riches of the 
Clergy, he could eafily poffefs himfelf of the Fortreffts of the 
Bifhops, and re-unite to the Crown the Demefns, which his 
Predecefiors out of ‘Zeal and want of Prudence had alienated. 
He affured him further, that the People would gladly fee fuch 
things, if at the fame time he ealed them of the heavy Taxes 
laid upon them. That the Nobility would take ic very kindly 
to be reftored to the Poffeilion of the Eftates, which their 
Fathers had parted with by an exceffive Liberality ; That the 
Monks, who generally {peaking, lcok’d upon their Monatte- 
ries as Prifons, to which they were confined, would be glad 
to be re admitted into the Civil Society ; That the lower Cler- 
gy would willingly confent to be made free from the Impofi- 
tion of a fingle Life, and to quit a fcandalous Concubinage 
for a lawful Matrimony ; That the Bilheps only would Op- 
pofe thofe Innovations as being chiefly concerned, but that 
they were very few: That thofe of Wefteras and Stregnef, on 
whom he had lately beftowed thofe fat Livings, would not 
dire&ly appear againft him ; and laftly that he fhould banifh 
the others in cafe they did net comply with his defire. 

This was the Scheme laid by Axderfon, which was approved 
by Guaftavus, being much like unto the Plan he himfelf framed. 
However he thought that fo nice a matter reguired all his 
Care, and being a great Polititian, he cexteroufly conceald 
his Opinion concerning Lather’s Doétrin, in the mean time 
giving a fecret Order to his Chancelior to protect Olaus Perrs, 
and other Lutheran Doétors, and to incourage them to fend 
for fome more out of Germany to foread that Dodtrin. 

Wrhilit thofe Do@ors endeavour’d to Convert the People, 
the King fought tor Pretences to ‘ctiea the Temporal Power 
fthe Clergy. The Prietts raed a Trtoute from ce 
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ing ur Fifhis 32, Curt ng the _ Divine Service, and Guitaves D- 
min wih chatco cio their Authority. Ke for Bid them to raits 
that Duty, ard afterwards r another Declaration to Excom 
miuinicate their Enemies and their Dabtors ; he abolifhed tner 
Courts, and reteri'd all Athi tirs to Secular Pribunals, and tor- 
bid the Bithops to poffef themfelves of the Eftates lett by the 
Clergy of their Diocels. 
Lhe Clergy exclaim’d very loudly agiintt the Violation ot 
their Pris lege but the King {]' shting the ir Complaints and 
Threats, gusrtered his Forces upon their Lands, which non. 
of his Pre aren had had courage enough to attempt. bic 
put his Horte into the Abbeys, and re-united to his De aes 
the Eftate of tic Carthufans of Gripfholm, who had refufed ro 
give him Retreat in his M isfortune, though they had bee 
Founded by | his Anceilors. 

Olaas about that time Publifhed his Tranflation of oe Nev"- 
Teffament into the Swedith Language, done out of the High- 
Dutch, tranflated by Luther, util much alarm'd the Bi ifhops. 


They went in a Body to the King, and the Arch-Bifhop oi "Up-

faltold him that that Verfion was but a Copy of the ozher al- 


ready condemn’d by the Holy See, and the mott famous Uni- 

verfities in Europe, adding with a great Refpect, that his lait 
Dea arations were fuch, ‘that he could not have been infpired 
with them, but by the profeffed rae = the Church. 

The King anfwer’d them, That the Clergy having poffeiled 
themielves of the Lands of the Crown, luvin the Troubles 
and Civil Wars, no reafonable Man on ‘oht o blame him for 
taki ing his own; and asto Olaus, that he was ready to deny 

him his Proteétion as well as to all his Subje@s, wha fhould be 
convicted of EHerefy. | 

Olaus was awe and offerd to Convince the Arch- 
Bithop of feveral Errors before the King andthe Senate. The 
King accepted the Propotal, and appointed U pple t for the Con- 
ference, but the Bifhops refufed to difpute. yer a he or 
whom they pretended to be Judges by their Loifcopal Digniz 
but one Dodtor Gallus oppos’d him. The ren ‘Di ines ci! if \ 
ted a long time about Pures “ory, Indulgences, the Com.

The Arch-Bifhop called his Suffragans and the Deputies of 
the Clergy at Stockholm, and in the firft speech he made to 
them, infifted much upon the ——- of a Verfion of the 
New Teftament, and told them that fuch a Work was the only 
way CO {top the progrefs of the Docirin of Lutker,and hinder the 
King from chan ging his Religion. The: hop of Lincoping oppos’d 
4 “Motion with ali a ‘Zea ol imaginabi 5 and maintain’d that 
Jetus Chrilt had lete the Interpretation of heme to his Mini- 
fte:s alone, to prevent the Dilputes of ignorant Men. He made 
ufe of feveral other Arguments mene to ve fame purpofe; but 
however ic was refolved to go on with fo neceffary a Work, 
and elpecially is geing the King was fo defirous of it. ‘The Secu. 
lar Clergy undertook oe Tranflation of the Four Gofpels, the 
Acts of the Apofle es, anlthe Epiffles of St. Paul: ‘The Begging 
Pryars the other Epifies; an * the Carthufians the Revelation of 
. t. john. 

“6 fais publifhed about that time an Account of his Conference 
at Up/al, which was kindly receiv'd by the People, and contri- 
buted much to the p: ogrels of the Lutheranifm. This fudden 
Change was very acceptable to Guflavus, who improving that 
Ooportunity, call’d che Senate az Stockholm, to confider ‘of the 
prefi nt State of their Country. The Chancellor told them, 
thatthe People had been for many Years fo much oppreflzd, 
th a¢ they weie unable any — to pay the ‘Taxes neceiiary 
tor the Defence of the ie gdom, and that the only way leit to 
paife Mony for the Subfiftence of th Vorces, swas to take the Pwo 


thirds of Tychs, and convert the uiclels Plate of the Churches 
into Mopy,a nd f 4 oe unnecell. ary Bolis. The Senate approved 
that Expedient, and the King ap pointed Commiifaries to put 


Te i xc den the De laration thar was sven accordingly. 


Their 
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Their proceedings incenfed the Bigots, and the Monks 
fpread feveral Libs’. awainft the King, wherein they called him 
Heretick and Excommunicated. Thole feditious Expretlions of 
the Clergy having animated the Peafants, they took up Arms, 
and re-took by force their Bells fromtheCommiflioners.Gutavus 
was oblig’d to march into the Country with a great Detach- 
ment of hisForces to appeafe thefeCommotions, which he com- 
pofed more happily than he had expedted. 

The Inturreétion of the Peafants having not the SuccefS the 
Clergy propos’ to themfelves, they went immediately about 
another Confpiracy, to dethrone Gufavus ; and the Bifhop of 
Lincoping put a poor Fellow of the Parifh of Biorchafrat in Ve- 
ftania, upon a Defign, which was no ways proporticnable to 
the meannefs of his Birch. His Name was Hans, and he was 
but a Groom of the Horfes inan Jum 5 he affumed the Name 
and Title of Nil Sture, Sonto the late Adminiftrator. Thar 
Impoftor {poke with a greater Facility, and his Carriage and 
Behaviour was more Noble and Gent!eman-like, than ore 
would have expected from his low Education. He went into 
Dalecarlia, where the Memory of the late Adminiftrator was 
in great Veneration, and met with a kind Reception from the 
Inhabitants. He travelled over that Country, and the Pea- 
{ants ingaged themfelves to ftand by him, and help hint to re- 
cover the Dignity and Eftate of his Father. 

Guftavus prefently gueffed at the Authors of that Impofture, 
and inftead of Marching with his Troops againit the Dalecar- 
fians, asthe Clergy defired in order to raile a Civil War, he 
caufed the Widow of the Adminiftrator to write to them, that 
her Son, Ni Sture, diced about a Year ago, and that the whole 
City of Stockholm had been the Witneifes of his Death and Bu- 
rial, That Letter had the Effe@ the King expedted; the Pea- 
fants being undeceived, forfook that imaginary Prince, who 
was forced to fly into Norway, from whence he was banicied 
by Frederick King of Denmark, Tie retired to Roffock, but the 
Magiitrate of that Town, who had no Intereit to Suppart hin, 
caufed him to be Beheaded. 

The King being fully fatisfied that che Clergy were the 
chief Promoters of that Im-olture, and that they would have 
declared againit him iftt had ducceeded, and knowing chat the 
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Monks did their uemoit to foment Rebslions, under pretences 
of Begging, foibad them t> come out of their Monaftertes 
above twice in the Year, and cepoled fash Saperiours of thofe 
Religious Houles that were Fortigne:s, putting in their room 
bis own Subjects. He hid atterwards feveral private Conforen. 
ces with the Bifhops of Srregue/s and Vejeras, and gave them 
fuch Affurances, thac he had no other aim but the crue Worfhip 
of God; chat they furrendred co him their Fortrefies Lis 
very like that he made them alfo great Promifes to bring them 
to that pas. 

The Arch-Bifhop of Up/a/ would not follow their Examp'e, 
though he was threatned and confiacd in a Monalftery, and 
the King defpairing of bringing him to any Accommodation, 


thought fit to remove him out of the way, under pretence of 


an Embaffy into Poland. He ordered him to depart and wait 
for his laft Inftru@ions at Dantzick; but having tarried there 
along time with Olaus Magnus his Brother, he fet out tor Rome 
co complain again{t Gafavus, and acquaint Pope Clement VII. 
with the great danger the Church was-expos‘d to in Sweden. 
Molt of the other Bifhops being as inflexible astheir Metro- 
poliran,the King called the States,and the Chancellor told them 
the King’s Defign, which was boldly oppos’d by the Bifhop 
of Lincoping. However it was refolved thac the Bilhops fhould 
deliver up to the King all their Fortrefles, and disband their 
Troops, that they fhould have no Right to fit in the Senate, 
that they fhould not apply to their own ule any Fines or Con. 
fifcations, which did only belong to the Crown ; that the Plate 
and ufelefs Bells of Churches fhould be fold to pay the Debts 
of the Nation; that the Nobility might re-enter into the Pof: 
{2ffion of the Eftatesingaged by their Pathers to the Clergy, 
in reimburfing them the Sums they were ingaged for; and 
laftiy, that che two thirds of the Tyths fhould be apply'd to 
the Mainrenance of the Forces during the War, and of the 
Hofpitals and Schools in time of Peace. The Act of the States 
was fubfcribed by the Biihops thmiclves; though they were 
fenfible, thatit was a down right Abdicatioa of their Dignity. 
Gu/tavus fore fecing the Difficulties that Declaration was like 
to meet with, refolved to puric in Execution himlclf, and in 
order to it, made a Progrefs intothe feveral Provinces of his 
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Kingdom, with a good holy of Horfa. Olas Petri, and te- 

veral other Evangelical Doétors foliowed him, and Preached 

in his Prefence in the moft principal Churches. Their Ser-

turn d Lutherans, and even the Pric!ts themtelves, who foon at 


cer began to perform the Divine Service in the Vulgar Lan- 
guage, and Married. 

The Bifhop of Lincoping retir'd into Poland, and the others 
remiin’d in their Honfes wichout having the Courage to oppofe 
thofe Innovations, except the Bifhop of Scare, whe took up 
Arms, and engaged into his Party Tureso-Hanfon, Grand Ma- 
refchal of the Crown, and feveral Lords of Wef-Gothland ; but 
the Peafants had fuch an Efteem for the King, that they refu- 
fed to follow the Rebels. The Monks deferred their Monatte- 
ries, and thofe few amonelt them who continw’d Roman Cathe- 
licks vetird into Dalecarlia, where the People had declard 
themfelves againft the Dorin of Luther. 

The Bithoo of Scara repaired thither, as did allo Tureio- 
Hanfon, who took upoa him the Command of the Rebels. He 
had three Sons, whereof two were with the King, ‘and the 
Younger was Provoft of the Chapter of Upfal. This lait was 
very z2alous for the Church, and fpread many Libels againft 
the King; but the other two continued with Gutavas. Tureio 
fent them word to come to him, or to join their Brother ; but 
they refufed to comply, and chey did not think that the diffe- 
rence of Religion was a fufficient caufe to free them from the 
Duty they ow’d to their rightful Prince, and therefore they 
continued faithful to their Sovereign. 

Guftavas, who knew the neceflity of difperfing the Rebels 
before they were got together, caufed his Troops to march by 
different ways towards the Frontiers. of Dalecarliz, to furpriie 
them, and avoid the fhedding of Blood, which fucceeded him 
as he had expeéted. The Bifhop and Hanfon fled into Norway, 
and from thenceinto the Netherlands, with the Cruil Chrifiern 
late Kin of Denmark. The Dalecarlians were fo frighted to 
{22 a great Army in their Country, before they ever heard of 
s march, thar they laid down their Arms, and declared the 
hief Authors of their Rebe:‘lion, who were immediately after 
‘eheaded. The whole Kingdom having thus fubmicted to 

Giutavues, 
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Soe and the greareft part of the People having en biaced 

the Doétrin of Luther, the King himfelimade publick Profet- 
fion of that Religion, and named Olas Petri Minifter of $ tock- 
holm, and Laurence Petri Arch Buhop of Upfal, who foon after 
married a Lady pretty near related to that Prince. 

The firtt Ceremony he performed was to Crown Gufazvu:, 
who being defirous to féttle the Unitormity of Religion threugi: 
his Kingdom, called the Year following, wiz. 1529, a Gene- 
ral Convocation of the Clergy. They fitsioithed the famous 

Confeffion of Ausbourg, and made a folsmn Abjuration cf the 
Pope. The common People grumbled a little at thefe Innova. 
tio ns, and chiefly the Women, who could not fuffer the Cere 2 
monies of Baptifm, and the Prayers for the Dead to be abo. 
lijhed. Guftavas, who knew their Temper, ordered the Mi- 
nifters to be Latitudinarians on that point, and they grew 
= in a {hort time. 


he King had then no other Enemy to fear but C4rifverz, 


Pi was continually folliciting Charles V. his Brother-in-law 
to re{tore him to his former Throne ; and therefore he thougnz 

he could do nothing better for his Security againft the Houfe 
of Auftvia, than to marry a German Princefs. He fent an En- 
voy to the Duke of Saxe-Lawenbarg to demand his Daughter 
in Marriage, which was prefently agreed upen. 

The Ceremonies of the Marriage were hardly over, whe 
News came to him that Chriftiern was Embarking fome Troops 
in Holland, whereupon he put all the Kingdem ina good po- 
{ture of Defe ence, and acquainted the King of Denimark with 
the Preparations of his Rival ; in the mean time Cdri?iern met 
with fo dreadful aStrorm, that his whole Flect was in great 
danger tu be caft away; but having been — up and down, 
= > landed at lait in Nornay. cidade had no feoner notice oi 

— 1e 2 nt over as many Porces as he could trom Dezmark, 

_ ‘avus order'd his “Troops to auvance to cover t 1c Pron 

sof his Ki ingdom. The Forces 0 f Coy Urbs Del ng not ated 
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srced to Capitulate, and was fene Prifoner to Copenhagen, and i 
iom thence confin’d to the Calile of Suaderburg, where he re \ 
main’d fourteen Years. | 

Chriftiern UL. his Coufin German, Son and Succeffor to Fre- 
devick, made his Captivity fomewhat more eafy, and allow’d 
him the liberty of Hunting and Tifhing, as foon as he had 
made him a full Renunciation of his Right to the Crowns of 
Denmark, Norway, and Sweden. 

Guftavu: being thus deliver’d from all his Enemies, reigned 
over Sweden with great Tranquility, and with as much Au- 
thority as if he had inherited the Crown. All the Princes of 
Europe, that had no dependance on the Houte of Aujiria, gave 
him all the imaginable Marks of their Efteem. Franca I. fent 
him the Order of St. Michael, the only one chat was then in 
France, notwithftanding the difference of Religion: The 
Contederate Princes of the famous League of Sma/calde, invi- 
ted lrim to enter into their Union for their Common Defence ; 
in fhort, the only thing that was wanting to compleat the Fe- 
licity of Guftavas, was to fee the Crown fettled upon his Chil- 
dren and their Pofterity. He propofed the Thing to the Se- 
nate. who advifed him to call the States, and being Affembied 
at Vefheras, they fettled the Crown upon Eric his Eldeft Son, 
and all his Progeny in a Male Line; provided, that in cafe 
the Royal Family was extinguihd, the Right of Election fhould } 
devolve again ro the Council and the States ; and that if there H 
were no Males, but a Princefs, fhe could claim no Right to 
the Crown, but only a Portion fuitable to her Birth. | 

The People grumbled a little at this Hereditary Union, as thoy i 
call ir at this day, and blamed the Scates for having parted H 
with their former Liberties; bue they were weary of Civil i 
Wars, occafiond by the Eleétion of the Crown; and they 
thought they could not give too great a Reward to Gufavus, 
who had freed them from the Tyranny of the Danes, and rai- 
ied the Glory of their Nation.

received into his Harbours ail Foreign Ships, built Fortret? 
on the Frontiers, adorned Stockholne, wind fome > other Piaces 
with Roy al Palaces, mecca Progr efs into all che Provinces o} 
his Kinedom , TER lating Religion, and even private Differen nce 
among his Subiedts. In fy he sled his Kin edom in tine 
Peace without Mintters,as he had donein time ‘of War enue 
Generals,and Reigned alone without Favourite or Afijirefs, hav- 
ing no other aim, but a true Glory, and the Eelicicy of his 
Peo; ole. 

He divided his Succeffion by his Will among his Sons: ha 
left che Crown to Eric, the Dutchy of Finlandia to Fobn, 
IV e#-Gothland to Magnus, and Sudermania to Charles, upon this 
Condition, that they {hould hold thofe Principalities in Fee 
trom the Crown. 

He labewr’d under an Internal Ague, which confunrd his 
Strength by degrees, and yet the very day he dyed, he caufed 
his Secretary co write under him a pretty long M emoir, on 
fome Seate Affairs; and then fecing Death in the face, he cal- 


led his Sons, exhorted them to Union, and to Oney their Eld- 
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eft Brother, who was to become in few Months their Sove- 
reign, Taking thus his leave of the World, he expird in a few 
Minutes aiter without any feeming pains, His Body was carried 
to Upfal. 

Thus dyed that great Man in the 70¢4 Year of his Ave, who 
may be juitly called, Utriufque Fortune maximum Exemplar, 
and who cefsives to be more admired for his conftant Practice 
= "Virtue, than for his Fortune: For neither Advertity nor 
Profperity could tempt him to an Ill Adtion.

00) ferve the Lews of Gr avity, both GS 0 the Situat 107 of each Bo ody by 
wt felf; and as so the fite of varius Bodies amongst themfeves, 
Steno in his Prodromus, Enghifh Edit. pag. 38. Who proceeds to 
give the Origine cf Mountains deta the Change, Elevation, 
and Difruptions of the Strata, p. 45. as alfo of the General De- 
lage from that vaft Spbere of Waters, included in the middic 
ot the Earth, p. 104, 105. Prodvom. 

The Time, in which this Stezonian Diffolution, and ful bfiding 
of the Earth was brought about, is not yet unfolded, for it 
cannot be that celebrated Flood in the Days of Noab, ( which 
the Sacred Writer defcribes fo exadily, and divinely ) as will ap- 
pear toany Reader who will compare the Hifories: Neither 
can it be from the Original Chaos, as Mr. Ray feems willing to 
believe in his Three Phyfico Theological Difcourfes, fecond Edition, 
For in that primitive confufion of Solids in Water, Things 
could not be then arriv’d to that Growth, and Age, and Num- 
ber, in which we now view them in under Ground, and in 
the Sacred Deluge there was no levelling or finking down of 
the Mountains ; ; no Diffolution or taking up of all che Mate- 
rials of the Globe into that vaft Fluid ; but all appear’d pure 
Water, and the Hills and Earth continued much the fame as 
before the Deluge. But that there hath been fuch a general 
Mixture of our Earth with the vaft Fluid of Water. ( as Steno 
conjectuics in both his Ingenious Traés, viz. Anatomy of a 
Shark, and bes Prodvomus to a Difcourfe of the feveral ateeye of the 
Earth ) is, Ithink, a Demonftration to any Man, who is but 
half a Piitefocher, to which Title the Author of the Two Effays 
from Oxtord, concerning the Errors about the Creation, Flood, Peo- 
pling of the World, gc. can hardly pretend ; For he molt un- 
D philofophically lays down, that Sh 1elis, Plants, Infedcs, and 
other Seminal Creatures may fometimes, and in fome places 
be form’d and "shasipinne without Seminal rarest for which 
he would have done wellto have brought forth either his own 
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or other Mens Obfervations, for his fole Au thority 3 5 or ne 
Confideration or We eight with me, the _ pe and 
inagilterially fee off, See the Account of his abiurd Difcourfe 
it Numb, 22. ae Mifcellan. Let. Vel. x. _ s61, to P. 566, 
T cannot but W. onder, that a Gentleman brec lin {uch a famous

There m ay be one confiderable Objed/ion raifed againtt the 
Opinion I here embrace from the Accidents and Confequen- 
ces of Earth-qua kes, recorded in faithiul and Authentick Hiffo- 
rians, {ome of wh lich have been ocular Witnetles of che Fad, 
and that is upon fome of thofe prodigious Commiotiorss of the 
Earth, great quantities of Water a been thrown up with fe- 
veral forts of Marine Shell Fifh, and other Spoils of the Sea all 
over the adjacent Country, which feems to prove an 4b;6 of 
Water underneath, holding a regular seam tion with the 
Ocean ; and this may folve the Grand Probleme ot Subter rancous 
Shells and Plants, from Dr. Burnet’s Hypothefis: Vor the Earth 
by falling into the great Abyf (replenith’d with all Aquatick 
Creatures) or by being torn, rent, and open’d in every Quar- 
ter, the feveral Inhabitants of that orks of Water under ground 
— be caft up and = ced into che Bowels of the “Earth, 
where they are found oftentimes broken, mangled, and confi- 
fed,. as though they had not fubfided in any ordcily Method, 
or according to any Laws of Hydrojiaticks, or Gravity, but ha id 

— been thrown up by tome fort of impulle, or other force. 

Yo this I antwer, That Earth-quakes have noc been fo uni- 
verfal and fo violent in all parts of the Glide, as a produce 
fuch Effects aforementioned ; neither can I conceive ag fuch 
Eartb- quakes fhould conv ey thele Bodies into Quarries, Rocks, 
and Be ds of Ea: th that are whoie, ni, es ‘oken, and un- 
divided except with their Horizontal and Perpencicular Fijures.

As tor the Subterraneous Shells, ancl their figer’d Stones, and 
the Foffil Vegetables, ge are not to be fino! ed or match’d 
either at Sca or Land; n ee. {trong Arguments can be de- 
duced from thence sata & Shmnaian Hy pothefis Tift, be- 
caufe we know not half che Poedede of the Oceaz, and Earth ; 
how many Fifh, Shell Infecis, and Plants, have sand will always 
efcape our knowledge: What if many are loft; tie remain 
are a fufficient fhew of the Power and Glory of the i! — ry 
Creator. °>Tis enough that the Ingenious Author, Dr. Szena, 
hath demonftrated thefe Solids, viz. Shells, Teeth, Vertebres, 
other Bones, Plants, ec. found included in other Solids of Sand, 
Clay, Marle, Chalk, Slate, Marble, and Stone, to have once 
been the real parts of Animals and Vegetables, brought there by 
having been promifcuoufly mixt in a vaft Fluid of Water, and 
afterward fetcling down with other Bodies according to their 
relpective Gravities, “Tis a good Vindication of that Author 
a his Conjectures, which I mu{t embrace, till better are found

He {cope of this Work, whereof for the future fome par- 

ticular Account will be publilhed on the Sixteenth Day 
of every Month, isto relate Experiments and fuch Remedies, 
as have been ufed in various Diftempers. The firft Obferva- 
tion is concerning Fevers which were raging, the two Years 
laft paft, 

The Second part giveth an Account of a Child, which for 
fix or feven Years was faftened to the Womb, and atlaft came 
forth at an opening at the bottom of the Mother’s Belly, occa- 
fion’d by a Dropfy. 

The Third contains fome Obfervations ona Membranous 
Kyfts, of the thicknels of a Crown: piece, which Mr. du Chefne 
a Surgeon, did obferve in the bottom of a Woman’s Womb. 

The Fourth, is about a Tumour on the Knee. 

The Fifth containeth an Hypothefis of Mr. Froment, where 
he is utterly exploded, and the followers of Defcartes are not 
{pared. | 

The Sixth, giveth usa Relation of a Mule, which broughe 
forth a Colt near the City of Nifmes, in ‘Faly lait. 

The Laft, explaineth the Caufe of the Piramid-like Figure, 
which attends the budding of Corn, the Sprigs of Plants, the 
Flame of a Candle, and generally all the Liquid Bodies, whole 
Particles move together in a Parallel Linc, and with an equal 
Strength within a certain Medium wherewith they cannot 
mingle.

written concerning the Error of Nature in fome Produ- 
ctions of Mankind, its Maiter-piece, L never met with any 
thing more ftrange and fuprizing, than what I law on the 
20th ot September aft. 

I wascalled about Seven in the Morning, by one Mr. Bouril- 
fon a Mafon of this Town, to give fome relicfto Magdalen Cal- 
lopin his Wife, who had been fer fome time in Labour. I pre- 
{cribed her fome Remedies, and the Night following her Child 
came partly forth, the Fect prefenting firft, whereby ic was 
Chriltned. Each Foot had feven Toes very well fhap’d, both 
the great Toes of each Foot being join’d together,and the other 
five Toes were feparate one from another. The Right-hand 
had eight Fingers, the two Fingers next each Thumb being 
join’d together, likewife the little Finger was joined to its next 
Neighbour. The Left-hand had only feven Fingers, the two 
next to the little Finger being joined together, the reft were 
feparate. 

Both Hands were bended inward about the Wrift, and could . 
not be ftretch’d, and the Palm of each Hand, as well as the 
Sole of the Feet, being three times as big as Nature, the Bones 
thereof ferving for a Foundation to fo many Toes and Fingers, 
‘The Child’s Head proving moft laborious to the Woman, and 
very troublefome to us, was alfo the caufe of our greateft Afto- 
nifhment ; having at the very firft obferved, that the Head was 
Monftrous both in bignefs and fhape, we were fain to ufe fome 
Violence to bring it forth ; and becaufe we were fure that this 
Child was dead, we thought of nothing elfe but to fave the 
poor Woman’s Life: But whilft the Mother ftrain’d, and we 
endeavour’d to alfift her, the Head, through its extraordinary 
bignefs, being divided from the Body, remain’d in the Womb. - 
Margaret Cermoife, a {worn Midwife of this Town, found a 
way to turn it, and brought down the Crown of the Head, 
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being defired fo to do by Mr. Fournier a very able Surgeon, 
having all the parts required by Cel/as, lib. 7. for a compleac 
Artift. Mr. Fournier having opeffd the Skull with an Uxcas, 
there came out about five or fix Pints of Water, whereby this 


monftrous Head was extracted with more cafe, though after 


the coming out of the Water, it was {till as big as a full grown 
Man’s Head. 


The Woman being thus deliver’d, we did examine the big- 
nefs of the Child’s Head, whofe Deformity and extraordinary 
bignefs did furprize us alike. The Bones of the Skull, which 
were foft and bruifed, did lye at the top of one another, and 
were bended through the ftraitnefs of the Paflage, the Water 
within the Head that kept them up having been let our. But 
our Amazement was much greater, when we faw the defeéts 
that were in the Face ; for the Face was quite flat and plain, 
without any appearance of a Nofe, except two little holes in 
the room of it. There were no Cavities tor the Eyes, but on- 
ly two flits, hardly to be feen, wherein there was no Balls, 
but only fome of the Whice of the Eyes. Inftead of Ears, there 
was only the quarter part of a flefhy Circle, which did thew no 
more than the Impreffion of a Nailin the Palm of one’s Hand. 
in fine, inftead of a Mouth there was a great flit, whofe tp- 
per end Began juft under the place where the Nofe fhould have 
been, and grew wider downwards, and the Lips were flat 
without any Elevation. In fhort, this Face was more like to 
that of a great Thornback, than a Human Face. 

In the opening of this Head, we found lefs Brain than there 
fhould have been in it, and the fubftance thereof was fofter 
than ufually, which might be attributed to the quantity of Wa- 
ter contain’d before within the Skull. We had no time to fa- 
tisfy further our Cuiofity ;: This Woman who hath at prefent 
almoft perfe@ly recovered, had been very much out of order 
du:ing the three laft Months of her bignefs. 

To this furprifing Café, I wid add two or three Obfervati- 
ons, which Mary Moy, another Midwite of chis Town, and a 
Woman of good repute and honefly hath communicated to 
me, and which are confirmed by Witnelies, whom fhe hath 


produced. 
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About a Year ago, fhe did lay the Wife of an Artificer of 
of this Town, ofa Child, which coming forth in its due time, 
but dead, was carried to her Houfe, and fhewed to Mr. Four- 
nier Chirurgeon, who did examine it. This Child had all its 
upper and middle Parts in a due Situation, anda natural Shape, 
as.far asthe Navel, under which there iffued out, about the 
lower part of the Belly, a Leg well fhaped, and the Foot it 
felf, reprefenting that of a Calf, without any diftin@ion ofSex. 

The faid Adowy hath alfo told me, that five Months fince 
fhe had laid a Shoe-maker’s Wife of fuch another Child at fix 
Months, with this difference, the Leg appeared retain’d. and 
enclofed within the lower part of the Belly, the Foot being 
clearly feen through the Skin, which was ready to break to 
make room for it to comeout. This Relation hath been con- 
firmed by an Apothecary’s Widow, who was at the Labour. 
This Midwife faith further, that five Years ago fhe had laid 
two Women, each of a Child, without a Head or any thing 
like it ; the Bodies whereof were however perfeé& in all other 
parts. In fine, fhe hath affured me, that about nine or ten 
Yearsago, a Woman after ftrange and tearing Pains in her 
Belly, being taken with a violent Flouding, did fend for her, 
and that fhe did lay her of a Moniter, which was perfely 
like a hairy Monkey, which fhe did huddle up in the Clouts.

what he haschought more reafonable to make op this Pailofo. 
phical Laitkurion, which wl, prOVEe Very ulstul, and {xve 
young, Students fn Criverfitics much time and trouble. 

The Trearite of Legickis very fio:t, and yet contains in few 
words the fub{tance of feveral Voluminous Works or Iveas on 
che Errors of our Judgments, and the remedy to cerreét them, 
the Rules of Reaioning, and the manner of handiing a Subjedt, 
or to criticife it. 

The Author divides his Metaphyficks into two Parts, the firft 
whereot contains four Chapters, and is called Onrologia, where- 
in he explains all the general Notions of Beig, its Attributes 
and Caufes. Ee does not forget to mention the occafional Car- 
fes, which are fo convenient and of fo great ufe in the New- 
Philofophy, and the chief Axioma’s ufed in all Sciences. 

The fecond Pare called Pxeumatologia, treatsof God, An- 
gels, and the Soul of Man, and reports in few words whatever 
we know of the two firft, but he enlarges himfelf on the fatter. 
fe explains the nature of our Souls, and proves its diftinétion 
frony the Body, and Immortality; and then fpeaks of its Ideas, 
according to the Epicureans, Peripateticians, and Cartefians. He 
takes a particular notice of the Opinion of the Author of the 
Search after Truth, whom he feems highly to value, and con. 
cludes this fecond Part by the Examination of Liderty and na- 
cural Habits, | 

Next to Metaphyficks comes a little Treatife divided into fix 
Books, containing the Elements of Geometry. That Science 
was formerly negleéted in Schoo!s, bue a little Reading is fufh- 
cient to convince any Mamnthatie is impoffible to underftand 
the ancient or modern Philofophy, without fome acquaintance 
with the Principles of Geometry. The Author tells us, befides 
wherein lies the difficulty of the Quadrature of the Circle, and 
the Duplication of a Cube, which have not yet been found our, 
notwithftanding that many have pretended to that difcovery. 

Phyficks. are here divided into three Parts, and each Part in. 
to five Sections. The firft treats of the Body in general, of its 
Nature, Exiftence and Principles, or Elements, either fenfible 


or infenfible according to the Dogtrin of the ancient and mo- 
dern 
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cern Philofophers and of Chymifts. Then the Author confi- 
ders the firft qualities of Bodies, which are Magnitude, Moticn, 
Quiet, Situation and Figure, and reports many curious Obfer- 
vations on Motion. [Te explains the Science of Weighing, or 
Staticks, Hydroftaticks; the various forts of Pump;, the weight 
ofthe Air, the Exveriments of the Pneumatical Machine, the 
Barometer, and concludes this pare by an Explanation of the 
fenfible qualities, viz. Light Colours, Heat and Cold, inter- 
mixing the Notions of ancient Philofophers, into the curious 

ofervations of the moft inquifitive Vircuofo’s of this Age. Mr. 
‘Boyle is here often mentioned with the refpeé& due to his great 
Parts, and Perfonal Marits. 

The fecond Parr of Phyficks concerns inanimate Bodies, as 
Heaven, Meteors and Foffils, and gives usa pretty large and 
exaét Idea of all that belongs to Cofmography, as the various 


Syftem’s of the World ; Defcartes Hypothefis concerning the for- 


mation of the Univerfe ; the Opinions of the Learned on the 
Phenomena’s of fix’d Stars, the Spots of the Sun, the Ring of Sa- 
turn, the Sattelites of Jupiter, and the diftance and Magnitude 
of Stars and Planets. The Author confutes in this place Judi- 
cial Aftrology, the virtue of Talifmans, the influence of the 
Climaéterical Year, and explains all that belongs to the Kalen- 
der, asthe Golden Number, Cycle of the Sun, the Indictio, 
the Julian Period, and the Epa@. He then undertakes the Ex- 
planation of the Meteors of the Air, as Lightning, Thunder, 
and the Rainbow, and comes down to our Earth, whereupon 
he gives us the Principles of Geography ; the manner of taking 
the Latitude of any place by the Elevation of the Pole, and the 
Longitude by the Satellites of Jupiter. He treats alfo of the flow- 
ing and ebbing of the Sea, of the original of Fountains, Sale and 
Minerals, which gives him occafion to difcourfe on the nature 
ot Aqua fortis, and the way of making Glafs He {peaks allio 
of Precious Stones, Metals, Load-ftone, and the Philofophers 
Stone, of the Opinions of Alchymifls, or Roficrucians, of the 
fixation of Quick-filver, and of the Auram poratile. 

The third Part concerns the animated Body, and treats in 
the firlt place of Plants, of their parts, nutrition, refpiration, and 
circulation of their Juices, Virtues and Proprictics, Diffempers 
and Death, Animals are the next fubjedt Macter oi his Exa- 
mination, whereupon he makes a long difcourfe on the Souls oi 
Beaits,their Formation i1 Eggs,and whatever belongs to the fen- 
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fitive Nature, fairly and impartially relating the chief Arguments 
made on that famous queltion of the Soul of Brutes. 

The Author examines in the next place the Human Body, 
and treats of the Funétion of the Brains, the original of Sinews, 
the natural and voluntary Motions,Paflions, Habit,outward and 
inward Senfes, Opticks, Dioptrique, Catoptrique, Re{piration, San- 
guification, Circulation of the Blood, and Transfufion. 

Morals make the laft part of this Treatiie, and are handId e- 
ven with a greater care than the reff, Every one knows the ne- 
ceflity of infpiring Youth with good and folid Principles for the 
condué of this Life; and thercfore our Author laying afide all 
ufelef§ and vain quettions,eftablifhes the chief end of Man,which 
mult needs lye in che Poffeflion of the Sovereign Good. He dif- 
courfes afterwards on humane A@ions, and gives an Idea of the 
natural, pofitive, divine and humane Laws, laying down fome 
egeneral Maxims,which may ferve usas a North fear inourDoubts. 
He examines alfo the famous Queftion, whether or no there are 
fome indifferent humane Aétions, that is to fay, that are neither 
good nor bad in themfelves,and having impartially related what 
is faid pro and con, he leaves it to the Reader’s Judgment. He 
clofes his Treatife by an Application of the Rules he has laid 
down to the chief Duties of Man in relation to God, himfelf, 
and his Neighbour. 

The Author had defign’d to ftop here, and put an end to his 
Book, but having obferved that many are ftill fond of thofe 
thorny, unintelligible and ufelefs Queftions, which he has laid 
afide ; he has thought fit to compile them at the latcer end of his 
Work,and therein one may fee all the Queftions concerning the 
Principles, Caufes, Proprieties,and Univecation of Being, the Uni- 
verfale a parte rei, and all {uch other tedious matters, which take 
up fo confiderable a time in Univerfities. 

All Queftions are treated by Arguments, Objections and An- 

{wers, and the Stile is as eafy and clear as the Subject could bear 
it, theAuthor having banifhed as much as poffible the barbarous 
Terms which are commonly met with in.works of this nature. 
There are fome Thefes at the latter end of each Part. 
_ Loughtto have already taken notice of the Preface, which 
difcovers the great Reading of our Author, for he has therein 
traced the progrefs of the Various Seéts of Philofophers,from the 
very original of Philofophy down to our Time. 
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
